There are few ills that cannot 
be reached and remedied by some form of gym- 
nastic exercise.

FIFTH GREATEST MISSOURI THINKER. 

Mr. Benton Corwin, in a letter to the Post-Dis- 
patch, has referred to himself and some others as

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WHY THEY LEFT THE PARM. 
During February and March the Sunday Post- 
Dispatch has published numerous letters in an- 
swer to the inquiry put by William Hirth, pub- 
lisher of the Missouri Farmer, ““Why did you leave 
the farm?’ hese answers are from men and 
women who left the farm some years ago and have 
had varied experiences in the city. 

Some of the reasons given for abandoning farm 
life are long hours of labor, lack of society, hog 
cholera, drouth, sickness, death of parents, loan 
sharks, mortgages. 

Generally speaking, the reasons given do not 
prove the undesirableness of farm life. And most 
of the writers admit that, in point of health, free- 
dom, wholesome food and opportunity for gain- 
ing a competence, the farm outpoints the city. 
They have generally found that their rural view 
of city life and opportunity was a delusion, and 
several stated that, if they had to make the de- 
cision again, they would stay.on the farm. Some 
were making every effort to return. 

The letter of Julius Wegner, published Feb. 22, 
summed the matter up. He said that there ts-no 
such excuse for leaving the farm today as there 
was, say 40 years ago, “There are few attractions 
in the city today that the farmer boy cannot en- 
joy at home about as often as is beneficial to 
him.” 

What the writers did not show a realization of 
is the fact. that, since their farm days, agriculture 
has been revolutionized. The modern scientific 
farmer has less fear of drouth, of hog cholera or 
the other perils that proved too much. for his 
predecessor. With selected seed, a knowledge of 
soils, of “dry f ing,” of fertilizers; with im- 
proved machinery, better roads, use of telephone, 
rural free delivery, parcel post and other modern 
innovations, farming has become a business and a 
source of intellectual satisfaction. It is losing its 
drudgery, its loneliness and its lack of appeal to 
the mental faculties. It challenges the best a man 
has to offer, in skill, inventiveness atid industry. 
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OUR STARVED RURAL SCHOOLS. 
Improvement of rural schools is the great issue 
on which at least some progressive action is de- 
manded on town meeting day next Tuesday. 

The Sunday Post-Dispatch’s. description of 
school conditions in rural Missouri presented no 
fact not fully attested on the official authority 
of State Superintendent W. P. Evans. These coi- 
ditions are typical of those prevalent in a broad 
stretch of territory in the Southwest. © 

Of the 9381 country schools in this State, Mr. 
Evans has shown that only 7 per cent have any 
proper facilities for heating and ventilation. Only 
4 per cent of them maintain the standards enabling 
them to qualify for the moderate requirements 
of the department’s “approved list,” whereas 60 
per cent of the schools in Missouri towns are 
entered on that list. The value-of Missouri school 
property has increased 100 per cent in the last 
10 years, but practically all this increase has been 
in the towns. Such increase as there has been in 
some rural places but little more than counterbal- 
ances depreciatidn in other rural places. 

Supt. Evans goes unhesitatingly to the heart of 
the problem when he declares that nearly 96 per 
cent of our rural schools are on the unapproved,

In every one of these 96 per cent of de- 
linquent Missouri districts, town meeting day 
should see a fight begun to authorize larger levies 
for teachers’ salaries, for habitable, better-appoint- 
ed schoolhouses, for dictionaries and other works 
of eerremee and necessary educational appliances. 
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The difficulty in keeping Cincinnati, Baltimore, 
New Orleans and Denver in the Union will be 
lessened if they will kindly remember that the 
new law provides for branch banks and that they 
‘are the logical seats of these institutions.

MR. LANE’S CONSERVATION VIEWS. 

Secretary of the Interior Late, recently inter- 
viewed by the New York Evening Post, takes a 
sensible view of the problem of the conservation 
of public resources. Speaking with special refer- 
ence to water sites he says he is seeking a plan 
to utilize such resources without turning them 
over to perpetual private ownership. He wants to 
retain public ownership on terms that will tempt 
capital to use the natural resources, but will pro- 
tect the people against the permanent seizure 
of them for private profit and public oppression. 
The Secretary’s object is clearly stated: 

f am interested just now in the streams 
of the West, which flow over public lands. 
These lands must be irrigated. The waters 
must be used for power. We are not ready 
to go into the power business ourselves—asg 
a people. We must have the power, among 
other things, for our railroads, Which are 
such expensive users of coal that they are 
getting only the smallest fraction of heat 
out of that coal. Most of it goes through 
the smokestacks. 

The power is a necessity for light, and it 
should be in common use for heating homes 
as well. No one can guess—not even a man 
Hike H. G. Wells—what this power of our 
flowing streams will be used for fifty years 
from now. 

And so I do not want to see it given away 
for all time—an _ irrevocable, irreparable 
grant that society will condemn. Since all 
of us won’t join together or can’t, to turn 
this power to use, we may surely allow some 
to unite—those with the imagination, the 
know-how, and the money. 

They will do the work and put the power 
at our service. But they must not take this 
as forever their own. The right must come 
“back to us to do what we want with this 

s0-recently discovered force. We must hold 
.the key to this cave of treasure. We should 
not sacrifice the present for the future, for 
there won't be any future if we don’t use 
the present properly. This is true of in- 
dustry and economics as of other phases of 
life. We may not justly let every man put . 
his hand into the jar and take out what he 
pleases, for there is no jar that can’t be 
emptied. There is a limit to land, to forests, 
to coal, to phosphates, to water, to power 
sites. 

Franchises for reasonable periods’ which will 
offer ample returns on capital with the right on 
the part of the State or nation to purchase at a 
fair appraisement is the Secretary’s suggested 
plan. Hquitable regulation of rates and service 
he advises as necessary for the protection of 
consumers. 

The importance of conservation cannot be over- 
estimated. We are fortunate to have a Secretary 
of the Interior who brings to its solution strong 
conviction of the necessity of conserving resources 
for the future with clear ideas of present needs 


and the relative interests of investors and the 


public.

UP TO COMMERCE COMMISSION. 

New York Times: If the Interstate Commerce 
Commission has any confidence in itself, or in its 
accounts of the railways’ condition, it is in a bet- 
ter position than any other authority to decide for 
itself forthwith, asking for no arguments. The 
official figures show that the commission has 
heretofore misjudged and acted in error upon the 
reports to it. That is the substance and the merit 
of the railways’ appeal. The railways now are 
suffering one of the most serious reverses in their 
history, Their suffering isso sévere that it is 
reflected among industrial investments. It can- 
not be long before the country in general must suf- 
fer from the reductions of dividends in both rail- 
ways and industrial corporations.’ The Supreme 
Court itself has flinched from the results of the 
rigor of its law, and has reconsidered judgments 
which were impolitic. The Interstate Commission 
need not fear the country’s reproaches for a re- 
treat from its untenable position that it is infalli- 
bie, and must refuse advances of rates because it 
has been accustomed to do so. 


IS IT PLAYING POLITICS? 

Pittsburg Dispatch: Much is made by a cer- 
tain class of newspapers concerning the laying off 
of men by the Pennsylvania Railroad, There is 
no doubt of the correct policy of laying off men 
when there is not work for them.

ARKANSAS CONVICTS’ 
PROFIT TO FAMILIES 


Prison Board Hopes Farm Wil! 
how Earnings for Distri- 
bution This Year. 
LITTLE ROCK, Ark., April 4-—The 
Arkansas Board of Penitentiary Com- 
missioners expects this year.to solve the 
convict question through the Arkansas 
State farm. The convicts are self-sus- 


taining, but the Commissioners expect 


to show a sufficient profit aften this 


ing an act by which a considerable por- 
tion of the profits from the farm may 
be paid to the families of the convicts 
for their maintenance. 

The State farm is composed of about 
10,000 acres, about half of which is in 
cultivation. The balance was lake and 
forest, but a system of drainage has 
been followed out and tne trees are be- 
ing removed so that some day the entire 
farm will be in cultivation. 

To give profitable employment to all 
the convicts, the board has leased 2509 
acres of land adjoining the farm ani 
this, too, will be cultivated. All will be 
planted in cotton, the durest crop for a 
State farm. With this additional acre- 
age, the catton crop this, year should 
reach 3600 bales of long staple cotton. 
The Commissioners are building silos 
and purchasing livestock so that nothing 
will have to be purchased for the farm 
this year but clothing, drugs and such 
supplies as cannot be grown in Ar- 
kansas. 


PENNSYLVANIA URGED TO 
‘SWAT THE QUICK LUNCH’ 


State-Health Commissioner Ad- 
vises Crusade in “Bar- 
barous Custom.” 


“HARBISBURG, Pa., April 4.—‘Swat 
the quick lunch,”’ is the newest crusade 
advised by Dr. Samuel G. Dixon, State 
Health Commissioner. It is launched 
in a “Little Talk on Health and Hy- 
giene,” one of a series. 

We have no reason to be proud of the 
quick lunch, according to Dr. Dixon, 
who designates this form of a meal as 
distinctly American. He says all other 
civilized nations regard such eating as 
a “barbarous custom.” 

Besides, according to the doctor, 
quick lunches are comprised of the 
wrong foods. Fried articles, pastry and 
coffee or tea are a very bad combina- 
tion and do not give the nourishment 
the body should have in the 10 or more 
hours from breakfast to dinner. He 
concludes: 

“When you govto lunch take your 
time to eat. Let the roar of the hungry 
multitude around you and the hurried 
waiters leave you undisturbed. The 
profit of the proprietor is in the quick- 
ness with which you consume your 
lunch, and make way for another cus- 
tomer. You will profit individually by 
taking a reasonable length of time to 
enjoy your food and stimulate the di- 


gestive glands.”’ ‘

FAMILY WILL TRAVEL 
8000 MILES ON FOOT 


“Walking Woolfs,” Who Have 
Tramped 25,000 Miles in Three 


Trips, Start Again. 

KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 4.—The 
“Walking Woolfs” are off on another 
trip, this time only a short journey of

Opening of Sunday Exhibi- 
tion Season. 


LILIES ALSO TO BE SHOWN 
Pure White and Colored Varie- 


ties Are of Many Forms;,. 
Gates Open at 2 P. M. 


The main greenhouses of the Missouri 
Botanical Garden (Shaw’s Garden) have 
been transformed into a Holland tulip 


field for the opening of the spring sea- 
gon today. The public will have an op- 
‘portunity of viewing a marvelous dis- 
play of blooming bulbs, 

The Garden is open every week day 
throughout the year from sunrise to 
sunset; and on Sunday from April 1 to 
December 1. Today is the opening of 
the 1914 Sunday period. The Garden 
is free to the puBlic. 

The bulb show consists of 10,000 tulip 
plants, many of them bearing. four to 
16 blossoms; 5000 hyacinth plants, some 
hearing three to six large flower spikes; 
600 lilies, including 20. varieties, and all 
bearing blossoms and bulbs. 

The tulip display is a blaze of color, 
ranging from a deep cream to deep 
orange and from delicate pink to a 
very dark red. In addition to these col- 
ore there are the pure white flowers. 


pastel shades of pink, rose and blue 
and white. The flower spikes of the 
hyacinths are larger and much fuller 
than those of last season. 

The lily collection is one of the most 
interesting ever shown in St. Lotls. It 
will include a large number of Easter 
lies, and many of the colored blos- 
soms.

One a rich, Roman purple in 
color, turns back its petals until they 
resemble a “bishop’s cap”’-—the color 
and form suggest the name.

POWER WASHERS 
PALLED ABUSE OF 
WATER SERVICE 


Public Service Commission 
Would Refuse Permission to 
Use 18,000 Home Machines.

BURTON FAVORS LICENSE 


Collector Says Sale of Power 
Is Legitimate at the 
Proper Rates. 

The inaiemaniladtins of the St. Louis 


Public Service Commission, in its re- 
port to the Municipal Assembly Friday 
on the city waterworks, that water pow- 
er washing machines should not be }i- 
censed, would put 18,000 of these devicus 
out of commission if adopted. 

- “A use of water which, under our 
present system of rates is the preba- 
ble cause of largé and unpaid-for con- 
sumption, is that by water motor wash- 
ing machines,’’ the commission said. 
“These machines are estimated at many 
thousands and their use of the city’s 
water supply for power purposes is 
perhaps the most unwarranted of the 
many abuses under a flat rate system 
of rates. Even under meter rates it 
would be doubtful whether their use of 
water to supply power would be legiti- 
mate unless the city should have a large 
excess of plant over the demands upon 
it. The commission recommends an or- 
dinance correcting this use of the city's 
water as soon as possible.”’ 


Burtdén Favors Licensing. 
Collector of Water Rates Burton takes 
issue with the commission. He yester- 
day said he advised the continued li- 
censing of water power machines «ut 
proper rates. 

“I consider the use of water for power 
by these machines just as legitimate 
as the use of the city water by man- 
ufacturers in steam plants for power 
purposes,’’ said Burton. ‘‘The purpose 
is identical, even if the washing ma- 
chine uses the water power direct and 
the big plant uses the water power in- 
directly by converting it into steam.’ 
Burton objected to the $1 license 
charged water power machines as too 
low, when he took office in 1911, and in- 
troduced a bill In the Assembly raising 
the license fee to $5. The bill passec 
with an amendment making the ‘ticense 
fee $3 a year. after a fight In which 
women who wash fora living and others 
opposed the increase on the ground that 
it was oppressive to the needy. 

Machines Used by Women. 

Several types of water motor wash- 
ing machines are in use in St. Louis 
in residences, boarding houses and by 
women who do family washing. No 
laundry corporations use them, ac- 
cording to Burton, and all are of 
small dimensions capable of operation 
by a half-inch supply pipe. By at-

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POLITICAL LIVES 
IN-KANSAS CITY 


Municipal Campaign Narrows to 
Battle Between Democrats 
and Nonpartisans. 


OVER COMMISSION RULE 


Newspaper Owner, Who Advo- 
cates Union Station Park, 
Center of Attack. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., April 4.—The hot- 
test political campaign Kansas City has 
had in many years, will close Monday 
and on Tuesday the voters will decide 
whether they wish to continue the pres- 
ent Democratic administration or retire 
it in favor of nonpartisan rule pledged 
to obtain commission government. ‘g 

There are five tickets in the field, 
Democratic, Republican, Progressive, 
Socialist and Nonpartisan. Three weeks 
ago the “Outlook for the Nonpartisan 
ticket was poor.- The Democratic ad- 
ministration had gone ir with a ma- 
jority of more than 5000 votes, and while 
it admiitedly had lost strength to the 
Nonpartisan ticket, it apparently was 
the strongest. 

The Republicans and the Progressives 
had indorsed commission government, 
but each had a plan different from the 
Nonpartisans. This befuddled the vot- 
ers, and while the Nonpartisan ticket 
had drawn tae large majority of Pro- 
gressives and considerable of the Re- 
publican strength, the presence of the 
two tickets to divide the commission 
government vote meant a situation the 
Nonpartisan ticket could not overcome. 

Both Lose te Nonpartisians. 

But since that time the Progressive 
ticket has lost almost its entire strength 
while the Republican ticket has threat- 
ened several times to quit the fight. 

Even former Gov. Herbert S. Hadley 
deserted the Republican ticket in favor 
of the Nonpartisan ticket, and his de- 
fection was followed by nearly all of the 
other supporters, except those whose en- 
mity for William R. Nelson, editor and 
owner of the Kansas City Star, led them 
to prefer anything except what the Star. 
which has been preaching commission 
government for many years, might ds- 
sire. 

Several times overtures were made to 
the Nonpartisan Campaign Committee 
for a surrender of the Republicans on 
an agreement that the Nonpartisan 
committee pay the Republican campaign 
debts, but the offer was rejected. The 
Nonpartisan committee decided that 
events had so shaped themselves that 
their ticket would get every Repub- 
lican vote, except those who would not 
vote that ticket under any circumstances 
because of: their hatred for the Star. 
The same condition applies to the Pro- 
gressive ticket. 

Meantime the Democrats have lost 
strength steadily. One after another 
prominent Democrats—business men, pro- 
fessional men, ministers and labor lead- 
ers—has gone over to the Nonpartisans, 
and each one of them has carried votes 
with him. One of them was Frank P. 
Walsh, long a leader in Kansas City’s 
Democracy, and now, by President Wil- 
son’s appointment, chairman of the Na- 
tional Commission on Industrial Rela- 
tions. In fact, while —.| A. Burton, the 
Nonpartisan nominee for Mayor, js a 
Republican, the chief orators in the Non- 
partisan campaign are Democrats. 

Protest Against Party B en. 

Many of the Democrats ar vocating 
the Nonpartisan tickef as a protest 
against bossism in their party, repre- 
sented by Joseph B. Shannon and “Tom” 
Pendergast. These two bosses are in 
absolute control of the city and county 
government, which is charged with 
waste and inefficiency. They, to a 
large extent, also have controlled the 
police department, and the recent at- 
tack upon Mrs. Gertrude Shidler, a 
nurse, in one of the police-protected 
dens, gave the Nonpartisan ticket one 
of its strongest arguments. 

Incidental to the approaching comple- 
tion and opening of the new Union Sta- 
tion, the Star advocated facing the sta- 
tion on a large paftk to prevent an unde- 
sirable grouping of cheap hotels, saloons 
and lodging houses. The Democratic 
orators charged the Star advocated the 
park to increase the value of Owner 
Nelson’s real estate holdings. It was 
said he hoped to get control of the Park 
Board and force through a park plan to 
cost $10,000,000. 

Meantime, every commercial and civic 
organization in the city indorsed the 
station park plan, and a committee of 
Republicans and Democrats, appointed’ 
by these organizations, who appraised 
all the land to be taken for the pro- 
posed park and estimated the cost of 
improving it, reported that the total 
cost would be only a little over $1,000,- 
000 and that the average smal] taxpayer 
would be taxed about $4, extending over 
a period of 20 years, or about 20 cents a 
year. 

At the same time the Nonpartisan tick- 
et was pledged not to create the park 
without a vote of the people. 

Legisiative Control at Stake. 

The Democrats are fighting with a 
desperation born of a realization that 
defeat In the city election means also a 
defeat in the county and in the Legisla- 
ture, so far as Jackson County is con- 
cerned. 7 

The tion of men to the Legisia- 
ture who favor a commision government 
qm necessary to carry out the plans of 
the nonpartisans. Under the powere#tt 
has to frame its own charter, the city 
may only partly adopt that form. It 
must still comply with the State law 
requiring two houses of the Council, 
pu* there is no provision fixing the num- 
ber of members. 

It is proposed by the Commission Com- 
mittee tos reduce each house to three 
members, elected at large, and to have 
the two houses meet in joint session to 

upon city matters until the Legis- 
lature submits an amendment to the 
Btate Constitution permitting the adop- 
tion of full commission government by 
abolishing the Council altogether and 
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stall be at the head of one of the city 
departments. 

Through its charter power. nearly al. 
cf the other essentials of commission 
government can be obtairfed, such as the 
initiative, referendum and recall, and it 
can put the various city boards) such 
as the Eark Board, Health Board and 
others, under committees of the Council.

NEW YORK, April 4—The beautiful 
Giula Morosini Werner, heiress to the 
bulk of the fortune of the late miillion- 
aire, Giovanno P. Morosini, has left 
her* husband, according to reports cur- 


rent at Riverdale-on-the-Hudson. She 
has placed guards over the Riverhead 
estate to keep Werner out, it is said. 
Werner was a mounted policeman in 
1907 when he saved the Hfe of Giula 
Morosini by stopping a runaway, and 
she married him four years later, after 
he had divorced his wife. 

There has been discord in the family 
for a year or more. Werner was much 
given to seeking the company of form- 
er friends on the police force, accord- 
ing to reports which reached his wife. 
It was also reported to Mrs. Werner 
that her husband had been visiting his 
former wife, Alice. 

The final break came, it is asserted, 
Thursday night, when Werner, who had 
been away for several days, got home. 
He had employed two former police- 
men to act as guards in and about the 
grounds of the Morosini estate, which 
extends for a quarter of a mile along 
the river south of 254th street. These 
guards were missing when Werner 
reached the main gate. 

Two strangers stopped him. They 
said they were members of a private 
detective agency and refused to let him 
in. He went to other gates. They were 
all guafded. He called the house on 
the telephone and got no reply. The 
guards were armed and Werner went 
away. 

The whereabouts of Mrs. Werner is 
not knuwn save to her closest friends. 
It is reported that she has gone to 
Florida. Inquirers at the house are 
given this information at the gate. The 
telephone has been disconnected. Wern- 
er does not appear to have visited the 
place after he found his way barred by 
detectives Thursday night. Detectives 
from a private agency in the pay of 
Mrs. Werner have trailed Werner, it is 
said, for months. 

Whether Mrs. Werner intends to ap- 
ply for a divorce cannot be ascertained.

Doherty pro- 
‘vides that the fare rate may be revised 
by the Council at the end of the first 
year and at five-year periods there- 
after during the life of the proposed %5- 
year franchise.

Provision is made 
in the proposal for municipal owner- 
ship of the street railway if the city so 
elects.

nuity of $10,000. 

Her claims as Ewald’s widow are le- 
gally recognized and three children of 
the couple, who were adopted by Ewald 
are formally adjudged legitimate heirs 
at law of the late fronmaster. 

Suits brought by certain of Ewald’s 
brothers and: sisters, wihto live in St. 
Louis, seeking to break his will, which 
left the greater portion of the estate 
to the three adopted children and suits 
to set aside the children’s adoption, also 
are compromised and adjusted by the 
agreement. 

Harry F. Ewald and Rosa Damon of 
St. Louis, brother and sister of the late 
ironmaster, are to receive $125,000 be- 
tween them in satisfaction of _ their 
claims. This amount includes $15,000 he- 
queathed to each. in Ewald’s will.

Officials Say Turks Shot Dr. 
Holbrook by Mistake for 
House Owner. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, April 14.— 
Nishan Avedighian, an Armenian 
teacher at the American Mission at 
Sivis, Asiatic Turkey, who had been 
arrested in connection with the mur-. 
der of the Rev. Dr. Charles H. Hol- 
brook of Minneapolis, a missionary 
at SBoushehir, on Aug 15 last, was re- 
leased today. He had succeeded in 
establishing his innocence of the 
crime. 

Four other persons arrested on 
suspicion are to be tried on April 18. 
The official version of the crime 
showed that Dr. Holbrook had been 
killed while sleeping in the garden 
surrounding the house of an Arme- 
nian, who had aroused the hatred of 
the Turks. 

The Turks shot the missionary in 
mistake for the owrer of the house.

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Lieut. Evans developed symptoms of 
scurvy. His spring work of .survey- 
ine and sledging out to corner camp, 
and the man hauling with Lashly, 
across the barrier, after the break- 
down of the motors, had been success- 
fully acomplished; this sequel to the 
glacier and summit marches was 

unexpected blow. ’ 

How He Saved Situation. 

“Withal, he continued to pull, while 
bearing the heavy strain of guiding 
the course. While the hauling power 
thus grew less, the leader had to 
make up for loss of speed by length- 
ening the working hours. He put his 
watch ahead an hour. With the ‘turn- 
ing out’ thus advanced, the actual 
marching period reached 12 hours. 
The situation was saved, and #van3 
flattered himself on his ingenuity. 
But the men knew it all the time, and 
no word said! 

“‘At One Ton camp, he was unable to 
stand without the support of his ski 
sticks; but with the help of his com- 
panions, he struggled on another 53 
miles in four days. Then he could go 
no farther. His companions, rejecting 
his suggestion that he be left in his 
sleeping bag with a supply of provisions 
while they pressed on for help, ‘cached’ 
everything that could be spared, and 
pulled him on a sledge with a devotion 
matching that of their captain years 
before, when he and Wilson brought 
their companion, Shackleton, ill and 
helpless, safely home to the Discovery. 

‘Four days of this pulling, with a 
southerly wind to help, brought them to 
Corner Camp; then came a heavy snow- 
fall; the sledge could not travel. It 
was a critical moment. Next day Crean 
set out to tramp alone to Hut Point, # 
miles away. lLashly stayed to nurse 
Lieut. Evans, and most certainly saved 
his life till help came. Crean reached 
Hut Point after an exhausting march of 
18 hours; and the dog team was driven 
to the rescue by Dr. Atkinson. At the 
Discovery Hut, Evans was unremitting- 
ly tended by Dr. Atkinson, and finally 
sent by sledge to the ship. It is good 
to record’ that both Lashly and Crean 
have received the Albert medal” 


Unable to Aid in Rescue. 

With Scott absent, Evans was in com- 
mand, and he probably had some appre- 
hension for the dire need his chief had 
of him, but he was prone with disease, 
his strength gone and hope for his life 
almost abandoned. He was unable to 
aid in the last futile attempts to relieve 
Scott, this work falling to Surgeon At- 
kinson of the Royal Navy, the next 
ranking officer. Some of the survivora 
do not appear to think all was done 
that might have been to rescue the 
leader. 

“The absolute generosity of Capt. 
Scott runs through his dying appeal to 
the nation,” the official account of the 
expedition says, ‘‘and those letters of 
his with no word of blame or reflection 
on others for the disaster, though he 
could not know that scurvy had smit- 
ten the last supporting party and that 
those who would have come were fet- 
tered by illness and the weathe? condi- 
tions which finally arrested the ad- 
vance of the dog teams.”’

James Ferguson, With Only 
Wife’s Consent to Run, Up- 
sets Politicians’ Plans. 


FOOTING HIS OWN BILLS 


———e— 


In 30 Days His Homely Fight 
Has Put Ousley Out of Race 
and Frightened Ball.

HOUSTON, Tex., April 4—It begins to 
look very mucb as if, for the first time 
since Jing Hoge’s day, Texas 4s going 
to get this year «2 Governor who doesn't 
owe his selection to either the railroads 


Post- 


or the liquur interests. 
The man is James Ferguson of Tem- 
ple, 42 years old, farmer and country 


banker, novice In politics, orator of a 
homely sort using salty metaphors 
straight from the soil and packed with 
common sense often wittily expressed. 
A man who started poor and has gained 


a ‘modest fortune by his own efforts; 
who says he figures his campaign for 
the nomination will cost him $30,000; that 
hobody can contribute a nickel to his 
campaign fund; that he has that amount 
handy to pay his own bills and another 
$30,000 for another campaign, if he takes 
a notion to run again. A man who eays 
he “listened a long while for a call, 
but didn’t hear it,” so just decided to 
get into the race on his own hook, ask- 
ing nobody’s consent but his wife’s. 

This man has in less than a month, 
during which he has made only a few 
public speeches, driven the ring politi- 
cians of both the prohibition and anti- 
prohibition factions to something like 
heart failure; and from being a “political 
joke’’—because he didn’t ask their con- 
| sent or advice before starting his race— 

has rid the field of all other pretenders 
on the anti side and become better than 
an even money bet against Col. Tom 
Ball of Houston, the chosen candidate 
of the pro wing of the party. 
Indorsed by the Unions. 

He has been indorsed by the Farmers’ 
Union and by the labor unions of the 
cities. The liquor interests, unable to 
dictate to him or even to reach him, 
have fallen in line for him as their 
one hope of escape from further con- 
fiscatory legislation. Heretofore these 
interests in Texas have co-operated with 
the railroads in picking ‘‘safe’’ men; this 
year the railroads (through their gen- 
eral attorneys and other political 
agents), seeing Tom Ball the choice of 
a united prohibition wing and seeing 
the anti-pro wing apparently hopelessly 
divided. between half a dozen active 
candidates, fell early into line back of 
Col. Ball 

They were working hand-in-glove with 
the old guard of Joe Bailey leaders, with 
a view to making Ball the pro candi- 
date and Clarence Ousley of Fort Worth 
the anti candidate, so that whichever 
won they would control the State aéd- 
ministration and put its influence back 
of ex-Senator Joseph W. Bailey in his 
effort to seize Charles Culberson’s seat 
in the United States Senate in 1916. 

They had the slate fixed up all right, 
but Ferguson has broken it. Ousley got 
out of the race about as quickly as he 
got into it and Ferguson has that field 
to himself, with the certainty that he 
will run the race out against Col. Ball, 
and the strong probability that he will 
beat Ball under the wire by a good 
majority. ' .

SON'S WIFE ENDS 
STEER WILL SUIT 


Compromise Includes $22,500 
to Her While $60,000 Trust 
Fund to Him Continues. 


DRAFT OF WILL SHOWN 


Attorney Leahy Produces It to 
Prove Testator Was Sane 
When He Wrote It. 


, 
An original draft of F. A. Steer’s will, 
iptroduced in evidence as a climax to 
a long-drawn-out fight over his $500,000 
eState, and showing that Steer was not 
of unsound mind and not unduly influ- 
enced when he cut off his son, William 


C. Steer, with a life interest in a trust 
fund of $60,000, led to the settlement yes- 
terday of the son’s suit. to set aside the 
father’s testament. 

Under terms of the settlement, the 
Other heirs, three sisters, agreed to 
make a $22,500 cash payment to William 
C. Steer’s wife, Fannie A. Steer, to con- 
tinue the $60,000 trust fund settled on 
William C. Steer, and to permit his 
wife"to have the income from $30,000 of 
that fund-.after her husband’s death. 

It was charged in William Steer’s. suit 
that his father was of unsound mind 
when he made his will, Oct. 2, 1906, and 
that he was unduly influenced by his 
son-in-law and attorney, John 8. Leahy. 

Steer Made First Draft, 

Five paragraphs and a foot note, writ- 
ten on a sheet of paper which had been 
in a filing cabinet for more than seven 
years, were produced by Leahy to show 
that Steer himself made the first draft 
of the will, and that instead of induc- 
ing Steer to cut off hia son, William C., 
with a trust fund of $60,000, Leahy iIn- 
duced him to add $10,000 to the amount 
which he originally had intended to 
leave to the son. The draft of the will 
also was submitted to show that Steer 
was sane when he made it. 

® Debate Over Testimony. 

Testimony by Attorney Leahy at the 
formal hearing to “prove up’ the will 
in Judge Hitchcock’s court, yesterday, 
that Steer told him his son had pawned 
his wife’s jewels and silver plate aroused 
Attorney P. W. Haberman, representing 
the son, to protest. Haberman said the 
compromise included an agreement that 
the hearing should not go into detailed 
evidence and should be only sufficient 
to prove the validity of the will. 

Haberman conducted a spirited cross- 
examination of Leahy after Leahy, on 
direct examination, had testified to mat- 
ters which Haberman said should not 
have been touched on. 

Theodore Rassieur, attorney for Mrs. 
Leahy and other heirs, ask Leahy 
if Steer had said anything to him which 
would indicate a reason for leaving the 
son a less amount than to the other 
children. 

‘*‘Yes,’’ replied Leahy, ‘“‘he said he had 
just learned that his son had taken the 
silver plate and wedding presents of 
his wife and put them up with q money 
lender as security for a loan.” 

Haberman insisted that such testi- 
mony ought not be introduced, as the 
hearing was merely formal to submit 
the compromise. to the Court. Haber- 
man, cross-examining Leahy, asked him 
if the compromise did not include: an 
agreement that only such testingony as 
was absolutely necessary to “prove up” 
the will should be introduced. . 

Leahy said he did not: so understand 
it, ‘but said he had nothing to do with} 
the compromise, having refused to ad- 
vise his wife or the other heirs, and di- 
rected. them to take the advice of other 
attorneys. 

“W. C. Steer Denies Selling Silver. 

William C. Steer, the sor, told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter last night that he had 
been advised by his attorneys that it 
was not necessary for him to appear 
in court, as the proceeding was only 2 
formal one. 

“Tf I had known that Leahy was go- 
ing to give the testimony he did I 
should have been there to protect my- 
self,” he said. “I can see no reason for 
such testimony ekcept an effort to dis- 
credit me. The statement about those 
presents is absolutely false and if nec- 
essary I could so prove.” 

The court proceeding Included testi- 
mony by Frank H. Sullivan and Frank 
B. Coleman, witnesses to the will, that 
Steer signed it and that he was of sound 
mind. Festus J. Wade, president of the 
Mercantile Trust Co., testified he had 
known Steer for 30 years, and that he 
was not only of sour mind but a man 
of keen judgment. 

The only bequest made to the son 
in hie father’s will was a life in- 
terest in $60,000 which was left to his 
mother to be used for his benefit. The 
mother died before the father and tho 
$40,000 Is held in trust by Leahy. 

Since this will was drawn, John J. 
Raleigh died, and Mrs. Raleigh became 
the wife of E. W. Bentley. In his suit 
filed Noy. 4.last, William C. Steer named 
as Gefendants his three sisters. Mrs. 
John 8S. Leahy, Mrs. Frank H. Nay and 
Mrs. Bentley. He alleged his share of 
the estate was out of proportion 
to the shares of the other heirs, and 
that his father had been unduly inflv- 
enced against him. 

William C. Steer is an employe of; 
the haberdashery firm founded by his 
father. He and his wife live at 6598 
Waterman avenue. F. A. Steer died 
in London about a year ago while on 
a tour with Mr. and Mrs. Leahy.

Velasco !s Thought to Have 
Got Away With Remnant 
of His Army. 


CHIHUAHUA, Mexict, April 4.—When 

ed. Villa took Torreon he took only 
30 prisoners alive and unwounded, ac- 
cording to information received here to- 
day. Whether this means that many 
were executed, or that Gen. Refugio 
Velasco, the valiant Federal command- 
er, succeeded in escaping with prac- 
tically all of his army not dead or: dis- 
abled, could not be learned. However, 
it is known he made the first few miles 
of his escape on troop trains, which he 
abandoned when he. came to the first 
place where the rails had been removed. 

This circumstance is construed in 
favor of the reports that he got away 
with the remnant of his army intact. 

A dispatch from an Italian army of- 
ficer with the ‘rebel artillery was re- 
ceived this afternoon from Torreon, It 
says: 

“Dead horses and dead men are piled 
high in the streets and plaza. It is im- 
possible to estimate the number of 
Federal dead, but superficial inspec- 
tion of public places would indicate 
that not less than 2000 bodies are scat- 
tered about. It will be a task to get 
rid of the dead, but a gigantic funeral, 
pyre probably will be built and the 
bodies of men and animals incinerated. 

Federals Threw Down Armas. 

“Among the dead are some of the 
picked rurales, who fought against Za- 
pata in the south and who were sent 
north to attempt to check Villa’s vic- 
torious march southward. When Villa 
entered the city only the 30 who were 
made prisoners remained to tell the 
tragic story of their defeat. During the 
close of the fighting Thursday, when 
the Federal garrison saw that defeat 
was certain, they threw down their 
arms and took to flight.’’ 

The Italian’s account of the number 
of dead is not relied upon here. 

Villa’s Next Move. 

Gossip among local strategists as to 
Villa’s future movements is pretty much 
agreed that, having rested and refitted 
his army, Villa will proceed simultane- 
ously against Saltillo and Monterey, to 
the east, and Zacatecas, to the south. 
Assuming success in the exploits, it is 
thought the two armies will reunite 
probably at San Luis Potosi, for the 
campaign against Mexico City. It is 
assumed Mazatlan and Tampico will be 
reduced by the rebel forces already 
threatening them. 

Rebel officers here quote Gen. Villa 
us opposed to any compromise with the 
enemy if one should be proposed. 

“We will be ready to dictate in Mex- 
ico City,” he is quoted as saying. “There 
can be no compromise with the enemy. 
Madero compromised and his govern- 
ment failed through the treachery of 
those’ who did not appreciate him, or 
took advantage of his clemency. This 
revolution must be the last in Mexico 
and it must be throrough and conclusive. 
This, we must accomplish by force of 
arms, so that in the end there will: be 
no questioning of our orders or our 
laws,”’ 


Washington Watches Conduct °o 


Rebels in Hour of Triumph. 

WASHINGTON, April 4.—Anticipating 
a period devoid of important engage- 
ments in Central Mexico while Véilla’s 
exhausted army is resting after its cap- 
ture of Torreon, the interest of officials 
here is for the present confined to a d-- 
sire to know how far the rules of civil- 
izer warfare are to be observed in the 
treatment of the wounded Federals left 
in the Torreon hospitals and the prison- 
ers taken by the rebels upon the fall 
of that city. 

The conduct of the Constitutionalists 
in their hour of triumph is receiving 
close attention at the hands of the offi- 
clals whose advice may have much 
weight in determining the future poliey 
of the United, States. it was said to- 
day at the State Department that the 
Constitutionalist junta in this city be- 
lieves consideration of their claims to 
recognition cannot be delayed much 
longer. The statement attributed to the 
rebel leaders at Torreon that they were 
awaiting news of the political effect of 
their victory on Washington also is 
taken as a sign of general expectancy 
that the United States Government wiil 
recognize ther claims. 

Conditions precedent to political ree- 
ognition in such cases have always been 
regarded as involving the establishment 
cf a regula? government at’ some capi- 
tal and the possession of one or more 
seaports through which the new govéern- 
ment can communicate with the outside 
world.

HUNTING OF SEALS 
LARGELY A GAMBLE 


Of all the financial gambles into which 
the hope of rapid gain-lures mankind, 
none is more alluring than that of. seal 
fishing. From the outset it is a race, 


in which chance and an early start are 
the deciding element. For these -rea- 
gons thousands of New Foundlanders en- 
gage in it every year, and scores of 
ships are enrolled in the navy of con- 
quest. ‘ 

Under the international laws, no ship 
may* start seal-fishing from one of the 
recognized ports—of which the principal 
is St. Johns, New Foundland, before 
noon of March 13.- This year, March 
13 fell on Friday, a. combination of 
which the superstitious were chary. No 
seals may be killed on any Sunday aft- 
er May 1, and no ship may make two 
excursions in a year. This means that 
each competitor must make his sttike 
within six weeks or confess a financial 
failyre. These restrictions on the kill- 
ing season add to the ventur eness 
of the enterprises, and partly explain 
the fool-hardy ‘risks the fishermen some- 
times undertake. 

In the present season, 21 ships, 

with a total complement of about 
4000 men, sailed from St. Johns. A 
conservative estimate says 10,000 are 
dependent for their year’s income pp- 
on the 1914 catch. This meant a com- 
petition so fferce that almost any 
ship's crew, would have been ready at 
any moment to undertake the great- 
est risks in the hope of making a 
big strike, 
The Newfoundland seals are not 
those. most valuable in the fur mar- 
kets. They are. hunted, principally 
for their fat. The skin are used 
in the manufacture of leather and 
the fat in the manufacture of .the 
finest jubricating olls, cold ¢treams 
and perfumes. So rich are the mar- 
ket returns that seal-fishing vies. in 
importance, among Massachusetts 
fishermen, with cod fishing.

Dietz is serving a life sentence in the 
Wisconsin Penitentiary at Waupun be- 
cause of the killing of a deputy in one 
of the battles at the dam.

Says Lumber King’s Wealth Is Over- 
estimated. 

EVERETT, Wash., April 4.—‘“There 
is an erroneous impression regarding 
Weyerhaeuser’s holdings and wealth,” 
George P. Long, Pacific Coast represent- 
ative of the Weyerhaeuser interests said 
tonight. “Mr. Weyerhaeuser held only 
about 15 or 20 per cént of the stock in 
the Weyehaeuser enterprises.” 

The Weyerhaeuser companies hold 
about 1,300,000 acres of land in Wash- 
ington and 460,000 acres in Oregon. Of 
this about 75,000 acres are cut over. The 
remainder is timber. 
Owned 500,000 Acres of Land in 

Oregon. 

SALEM, Ore., April 4.—According to an 
estimate made by State Forester Elliott, 
the timber holdings of the late Fréderick 
W.. Weyerhaeuser in.Oregon alone to- 
tal about 500,000 acres. These lands are 
scattered through the State, but the 
largest holdings are tn Klamath, Lake, 
Coos and Clackamas counties. 

The State Forester was unable to esti- 
mate their exact value, but most of the 
lands are of a choice character and are 
‘worth many milliong of dollars.

Book to Be Distributed Givirig 
Names of Farmers Who 
Seek City Customers. 


St. Louisans who wish to purchase 
farm and dairy products direct from the 
producer may now do so through the 
parcel post produce list prepared by 
Postmaster Colin Selph. One hundred 
and fifty names of farmers and dealers 
in country towns who wish to sell to 
city customers direct have been sent In, 
and it is expected the number will grow 
to many hundreds as soon as the plan 


of the Postmaster begins to work out. 

The list which has been gotten out in 
folder form, containing four pages, will 
be distributed by mail carriers in St. 
Louis tomorrow. The first and second 
Pages will contain the names of the 
Gealers who have pro#ucts to sell. The 
seconi page wi.. contain a suggestion. 
for inquiry blank to be used by a pros- 
pective buyer of preduce. This bla 
is styled: ‘“‘From Farm to Table via 
United States Parcel Post.” It contains 
lines tv address a producer, and space 
for the writer to indicate what sort of 
produce he wishes, The blank asks for 
information as to prices, so that the 
producer and censumer may have an 
understanding before actual trading by 
mail commences. The blank also asks 
the producer: “Please let me know 
how much you can send me, daily or 
weekly, properly packed ih accordance 
with the postal laws and regulations, 
via United States parcel post.” 

The fourth page of the folder c - 
an applicatien blank to be used by a 
producer in applying to be placed on 
the ‘parcel produce list, and directions 
for preparing and shipping perishable 
goods via parcel post. 

Most of the names submitted to 
Postmaster Selph are [Illinois and 
Missouri producers, although some 
live as far,off as Arizona and 
Florida. Most of these are offering 
to sell butter, eggs and poultry. 
Many. vegetables of all kinds, honey, 
maple syrup, pickles, catsup, turkeys, 
squabs, pork sausage, cheese and 
fruits of all kinds in season are of- 
fered, o 

Postmaster Selph has promised that 
deliveries of produce through the 
mails will. be promptly expedited. 
They will be received at the main 
postoffice and dispatched over mail 
ears to the various substationg for 
redistribution to the buyers. Ar- 
rangement for payment can be made 
between the buyers and sellers, or 
collections will be made for the sell- 
ers on delivery, in which case a fee 
will be charged the recipient, to cov- 
er the cost .of a postoffice money 
order. Purchases up to $2.50. will 
necessitate the payment of a 3-cent 
money order fee, a $5 produce col- 
lection will carry a five-cent monty 
order fee 4 a $10 collection will 
réquire an 8-cent fee. 

Fifty pounds of produce can be 
sent in the first or second zones at 
a cost of 54 cents. But 20 pounds 
will be carried through the malls 
outside the second zone.

NURSERIES NEAR 
POLLS FOR BABIES 


The women of Madison County, INL, 
will ride to the polls in carriages and 
automobiles next Tuesday when they go 
to cast their first votes in the town- 
ship elections. 

The politicians who are.shaping the 
destinies of four parties asking for town- 
ship offices, and the leaders, of the 
campaign for and against local option, 
realize that the women hold the ‘bal- 
ance of power and will use every ef- 
fort to secure their support. 

Mrs. Charles Foiles, president of the 
W. C. T. U. in Granite City, said yes- 
terday that the dry forces would hire 
carriages to get the full vote out, and 
that nurseries would be established 
near each polling place where women 
could leave their babier while they went 
to vote. 

‘An officer of the, Personal Liberty 
League, conducting the fight against 
local option, said the league expected 
to use automobiles and carriages to get 
their voters to the polls. 

The strong fight being made by Editor 
Cassidy of Granite City candidate for 
Supervisor of Venice Township, against 
the faction now in control, and the 
spirited contest between the “‘wets’’ and 
the “‘drys’’ insures the polling of a large 
vote. The local optionists and the 
“antis’’ are both claiming victory.

Leaders of the several tickets in 
the field for the aldermanic election. 
Tuesday, in: East St. Louis, it was 
learned from several sources yester- 
day, are in the position of having to 
make a trade with the negro women’s 
vote numbering about 1000 out of a 
total..of 3200 women registered, if 
they are to be successful in prevent- 
ing the election, in the Second Ward, 
of the negro candidate, A. D. Woods. 
If the feminine negro vote is thrown 
to Woods, it is freely conceded, he 
will win easily. 


From the same source it was 
learned that the negro women are 
virtually a unit in their desire to 
have a white woman appointed on 
the School Board at the next elec- 
tion and the story in circulation Sat- 
urday night was that the active 
leaders on the Economy, Improve- 
ment, Socialist and Independent Mu- 
nicipal ticketa were endeavoring to 
induce the negro women to vote 
against Woods on the promise they 
would use their influence later to 
place a woman on the School Board. 
There is only one other ticket, the In- 
dependent, and it has one candidate 
and he igs Woods. 

Woods in Several Races. 


Woods has been in the aldermanic 
race at several elections and two 
years ago he lacked only 72 votes of 
winning. Candidates and _ leaders 
were trying to convince the negro 
women, it was said, that Woods 
could accomplish little in the alder- 
mania. body if elected and that the 
combined influence of leading men 
to place a white woman on the School 
Board would serve more effectually 
their purposes than the election of 
the negro as Alderman. 

The Women’s Civic Federation of 
East St. Louls is taking no part in 
the campaign of a partisan nature, 
the officials urging upon women the 
advisability of using their own judg- 
ment tn voting, regardless of political 
affiliations of the male members of 
their families. 

Mrs. Robert J. Boylan, secretary 
of the federation, said the sole aim 
of the organization was to interest 
the women in the election to the ex- 
tent of registering, March 17.

Owners of Alton and East St. 

Louis Interurban Expected 
to Bid It In. 


The Alton, Jacksonville & Peoria 
Railroad, an electric Hne which 
ruined several families financially 
and caused an unprecedented amount 
of litigation without ever reaching its 
original terminus, is about to pase | 
into new hands. 


The last obstacle in this direction 
was removed yesterday when Judge 
Hadley in the Madison County Cir- 
cuit Court at Edwardsville, authorized 
the sale of the road by the receiver, 
Frank L. Butler. 


About 40 of the bondholders of the 
yoad, represented by a committee 
composed of J. C. Van Riper, W. C. 
Fardyce, George L. Edwards and Ww. 
V. Delahunt of St. Louis, and C. A, 
Caldwell of Alton joined with the re- 
ceiver in asking for a sale to wind 
up the-affairs of the road. 

It ig anticipated the line will, in the 
course of the six weeks necessary to 
legalize its transfer, pass into they 
hands of the Clark Brothers or Phil- 
adelphia, who control the properties 
of the East Side Electric System, in- 
cluding the lines of East St. Louis, 
Belleville, the Tri-Cities, Alton, and 
the connecting interurban lines. It 
will then become a feeder for the Al- 
ton, Granite & St. Louig Traction 
Co.’s line. : 

Dream of Two Bankers. 

The road was the dream of two Jer- 
seyville bankers, A. O. Auten and A. 
W. Cross, both of whom are dead. 
When most of the communities on the 
East Side had been linked with elec- 
tric lines and there seemed no pros- 
pect of Jerseyville being brought 
within this circle, they decided they 
themselves would give their home 
town this benefit, and the road was 
organized. A half million dollars of 
the Cross fortune eventually was 
lost in the promotion. 

It was planned to build between 
Alton and Jerseyville, with extensions 
to Jacksonville and Peoria later if 
the line proved profitable, although 
more than a million dollars was ex- 
pended in the effort. The first rails 
were laid northward from Alton. 
Two years were required to get the 
line to Godfrey, the next town north 
of Alton. Ruinous fees were paid for 
floating bond issues, and most mar- 
velous examples of mismanagement 
were testified to before the special 
master who heard the receivership 
procedings. 

A few miles at a time the road was 
dragged over the bluffs toward Jer- 
seyville, but before the city could be 
reached the City Council canceled the 
franchise, and the line was stopped 
just where it is today—three-quarters 
of a mile from the business center of 
Jerseyville. One element of citizens 
thought the line would take business 
away from the town and they still 
are active in keeping it out the city. 
E. M. Davis Takes Up Management. 

After the death of Cross, his widow, 
Mrs. Anna B.. Cross, turtied over .the 
management of the estate to her son- 
in-law, Edgar M. Davis, then living at 24 
Kingsbury place, St Louis. This man- 
agement included his election to the 
presidency of the railway company. 

He was also president of a fire insur- 
ance company in St. Louls. He was a 
member of prominent clubs, and had a 
high position in financial affairs until 
in October, 1911, suits were filed against 
him by tradesmen for a total amount 
of less than $1000. 

His fall then was rapid. Within a 
week he was accused by a liquidating 
committee of appropriating $29,000 of the 
assets of the insurance company. and ih 
a few days the railway company went 
into the hands of receivers.

Door- 
smashings. .became frequent; private 
homes were invaded; women alone on 
the streets after dusk were insulted 
Much of the uproar, it was said, was 
due to the blundering methods of those 
comprising the “squad” rather than its 
actual purpose. 

The.\ 1912) mayoralty election ap- 
proached and in the spring of that year 
Gill decided to fling his hat again into 
the ring and remove the disgrace that 
had been pressed upon him by the recall 
He explained that he did not care so 
much for himself as he did for his 
young sons, for his wife and for his 
mother. Gill was the son of a prominent 
Wisconsin statesman who had served 
*as Colonél with great honor during the 

Civil War.

HE Pest-Intelligencer supported 
Parish before the primaries, 
while-the Seattle Star, a penny 

publication, took up the defense of 
Cotterill. The Times took the stand 
that since the municipal election had 
become nonpartisan because of leg- 
islative enaction by the State, it 
would support no one, and opened its 
columns to all three candidates. Cot- 
terill and Gill survived the primaries, 
Gill leading all others. 
The . Post-Intelligencer jotned 
forces with the Star in support of 
Cotterill and Gill waged a single- 
handed fight. “Gillism” Was once 
more the issue, with wemen’s and 
ministerial organizations behind Cot- 
terill, In spite of these powerful op- 
ponents, Gill was defeated by @ small 
total of 600 votes. 
The election ef Cotterill paved the 
way for the return of Gill te power 
in 1914. Soon after his inauguration 
Cotterill manifested Socialistic ten- 
dencies, permitting a horde of I. W. 
W.’s to parade through the business 
section May 1 with a red, flag at the 
head. He was warned that trouble 
would ensue, but was persistent in 
his attitude. When the procession 
had gone for some distance, carrying 
a silken red banner and on the left 
an Amertcan flag roped so that it 
could not float, a group of veterans 
of the Spanish-American war plunged 
into the crowd and tere down the red 
flag. 
Immediately Cotterill fell into gen- 
eral’ disfavor. The Times roundly 
scored ‘him, and from that period on 
did net hesitate. to oppose him 
and: ‘his policy of permitting soap. 
box’ orators to declaim from pub- 
lic thoroughfares throughout the 
business section. The city seemed 
drifting toward anarchy when the 
1913 Potlatch celebration approached 
and Secretary of the Navy Daniels 
came to Seattle. The Pacific reserve 
fleet steamed into the bay and thousands 
of sailors came-on shore for the fes- 
tivities.

DELEGATION of citizens waited 
A on Cotterill, pointing out that if 

the anarchists were permitted to 
orate during the Potlatch, trouble be- 
tween tlm and the bluejackets would 
undoubtedly result. The Mayor re- 
fused to listen, and on the second night 
after the gold-ship opened the Potlatch, 
several men in uniform raised a row 
with an I. W, W. speaker. One of the 
sallors was stabbed. 

Indignation rose to a white heat and 
on the following evening a crowd of 
sailors invaded the city and sacked all 
the I. W. W. and direct-action Soctalist 
headquarters that could be found. When 
this had been accomplished the avengers 
disanpeared and quiet reigned over the 
city. 

Cotterill was greatly aroused by the 
entire disturbance and on the morning 
after it was all over, proclaimed the city 
in a state of riot, took personal com- 
mand of the police and ordered that the 
Times be suppressed. A court order 
quickiy compelled Cotterill to revoke 
his mandate as to the Times, but the 
“state of riot” did not terminate for 
several days. 

If anything was needed to restdfe Gill, 
an admittedly patriotic man, to favor 
after the Potlatch riot, it was more than 
afforded by the renewal of the “purity 
squad” act{vities. The room of a youth 
recently arrived from Kansas was raid- 
éd and the boy shot without cause; the 
waitress’ union appealed ,to the Cicv 
Council to prevent further insults at 
the hands of ,the “squad;” and suits 
aggregating thousands of dollars were 
filed by hotel keepers and outraged citi- 
zens against the city, the police and 
members of the “squad.” 

When the mayoralty campaign for 
1914 approached considerable difficulty 
was encountered by the force# which 
had backed Dilling and Cotterill and 
now needed a new candidate to defeat 
Gill. A large number of applicants of- 
fered themselves and Austin BH, Grif- 
fiths, member of the Council, was finally 
indorsed by the Ministeria] Association. 

The Star, which had supported Cot- 
terill in 1912, refused to commit itself 
before the primaries except to denounce 
practically all of the candidates in the 
field. Particularly was it strong against 
J. D. Trenholme, chairman of the Demo- 
cratic County Committee and the candi-

CORKY IS GURED 
BY ROENTGEN RAYS 
OF TUBERCULOSIS 


Russian Novelist Writes He Has 
Recovered After Being Given 
' Up as Doomed. 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 4.—Maxim 
Gorky, novelist, has been cured of 
tuberculosis by application of Roent- 
gen Rays to his spleen, he asserts, 
in a letter to the newspaper, Russkoe 
Slove. The news has caused aston- 
ishment, no less than rejoicing, among 
the revolutionary writers friends, 
who gave him up as doomed when he 
went to the south of Europe some 
months ago. ‘ 

Gorky says that his release from 
consumption was accomplished by Dr. 
Manuhkin who, in examining him at 
Capri last October, found that both 
lungs had become affected. The X- 


rary application being made, to as- 
certain the nature and extent of the 
involvement. As soon as this was 
determined by an X-ray picture of 
the lungs it was rescelved to turn the 
rays on the spleen.. The theory of 
the doctor was that the X-ray emana- 
tion intenstfied natural elements in- 
to therapeutic agents. 

Gorky, who was born In 1862, in 
North Russia, and who attempted 
suicide in 1888, wrote his first novel 
in 1892. In,1905 he was arrested at 
St. Petersburg as a “Red” and was 
first imprisoned, then exiled. When 
he went to Rome last fall, broken 
down and despondent, he was ac- 
companied by Mme. Andreya, a friend. 
Then his wife went to Caperi and 
rursed him. ,The Czar pardoned him 
in January last and he returned to 
Moscow.

HOT SPRINGS, Ark., April 4.—Or- 
ganized baseball won a notable vic- 
tory here today when Chancellor J. P. 
Henderson rendered a decision in the 
injunction proceedings between the 
Federal League and the Pittsburg Na- 
tional League club, made permanent 
the injunction granted previously to 
the National League club against in- 
terference by the Federal League 
with players under contract with the 
Pittsburg’ club. 

The decision came after a three 
days’ hearing in Chancery Court 
with a big array of legal talent rep- 
resenting 8. H. Camnitz of the Pitts- 
burg Federal League Club on the one 
side and the Pittsburg National 
League club on the other. 

The court’s decision and the 
lengthy review of the case, totaling 
about 4000 words, holds that a base- 
ball contract is property and entitled 
to consideration as property rights; 
that no person has a right to induce 
‘a third party to break a contract; 
that interference with labor con- 
tracts will be estopped by injunc- 
tion; that persuading a persow to 
.break a contract to the injury of a 
principal is malicious and that ea 
contract partly void by reason of be- 
ing in restraint of trade is not wholly 
vold.

‘KENTUCKY 0 PUT 


CONVICTS AT WORK 
ON HlGHWAYS 


Constitutional Amendment 
Adopted Gives This Option to 
Authorities—25 Governors 
Favor Convict Road Work. 


* 


The movement for placing convicts on 
the road received a fresh impetus: last : 
month, when a constitutional amend- 
ment was passed in Kentucky, permit- 
ting the use of prisoners upon the pub- 
lic highways. Previous to this, all Ken- 
tucky prisoners were employed within 
the walls of the institution under the 
contract system, but, pending the pas- 
sage of the amendment, the prison com- 
missioners refused to renew a contract 
soon to expire, so that convicts will be 
available for road work as soon as the 
necessary legislation can be enacted. 

Plans for drafting such legislation are 
well under way, the chairman of the 
Legislative Council of the Kentucky 
Federation of Labor, Peter Campbell of 
Louisville, being particularly active in 
this direction. Mr. Campbell & also 
a member of the Executive Committee 
of the National Committee on Prison 
Labor, which organization is working in 
close co-operation with him in prepar- 
ing this road legislation. 

Twenty-five Governors have placod 
themselves on record as favoring the 
working of convicts in the construc- 
tion and repair of highways, accord- 
ing to a compilation of the discus- 
sions of prison labor in their last 
message to the Legislature, recently 
issued by the National Committee on 
Prison Labor. 

Convict road work is advocated by 
the Governors, both because of the 
healthful nature of such work and 
owing to the fact that convicts who 
have been employed in this way car 
more readily find emplébyment when 
released, while many of the Governors 
also point out the benefit to the pub- 
lic from better roads secured at a 
minimum cost. 

Gov. Dunn of Mlinoils states that 
humanitarian reasons underlie the 
employment In open air work of this 
sort wherein and whereby the con- 
victs are restored to soclety with 
their manhood quickened instead of 
deadened or destroyed. 

Gov. Oddie of Nevada, who was in- 
strumental in securing the passage 
of the legislation which provides for 
convict labor road work in that State, 
is enthusiastic as to the success of 
the plan.

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METHODISTS SAY 
PRESIDENT IS FREE 
T0 CHOOSE CHURCH 


NEW YORK, April 4—The New 
York conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal , Church this afternoon 
tabled, after a warm. debate, a reso- 
lution requesting the President of the 
United. States to discontinue the cous- 


tom. of attending Thahksgiving | 


Mass at the Roman Catholic Cathe. 
dral in Washington. 
' The motion to table was carried 


by a vote of 80 to 78, The resolu- 


tion said: 

“Inasmuch as that service has been 
widely construed at home and abroad 
as the official Thanksgtving service 
of the United States, we, the members 
of the New York conference of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, most re- 
spectfully suggest to the President 
the propriety of discontinuing the 
practice.” 

The resolution provided that a copy 
be sent to the senior Methodist 
Bishop in Washington, with “he re- 
quest he lay it before the President. 

Dr. Thomas 8. Bond, pastor of the 
Morris Heights Methodist Church, the 
author .of the resolution, and several 
supporters, including Dr. Wallace Mc- 
Mullen, assistant professor in the 
Drew Theological Seminary, and 
Christian Resiner, pastor of Grace 
Methodist Church, said that in the 
debate over the resolution no one took 
exception to the President attending 
any church he chose, as an individu- 
al, but when he attended ‘the Catho- 
lic Church with his official family the 
event could not help assuming an 
official significance. 

It was the opinion of those who 
supported the resolution that Presi- 
dent Wilson was inconsistent in is- 
sulng a proclamation urging citizens 
of the United States to assemble at 
their own churches on Thanksgiving

HAT painful little trouble known 
as ‘“trigger-finger” or ‘snap- 
finger,” has annoyed many a per- 
son and puzzled mafiy a surgeon. 

Dr. Robert Abbe has discovered a very 
simple surgical operation which cures it 
instantly. 

The trouble manifests itseif by the lit- 
tle finger, or one of the others, refusing to 
open after being closed upon a brush or 
any medium-sized--object. The victim

What the Ancients Knew 
About Mustard 


USTARD is .one of the most 
ancient medicines. Pythagoras, 
who flourished between five and 


six hundred years before Christ, 
mentions it Hippocrates, who was born 
in 460 B..C., employed it. Pliny, the 
Eider, writing in 77 ‘A. D., describes three 
different kinds of mustard and says the 
seeds were imported to Italy from Egypt 
originally. 

The Romans used it as a stimulant 
after a cold bath; they mixed mustard oil 
and olive oil in equal parts and used this 
as a liniment for stiffness of the muscles. 
They knew the virtues of mustard poul- 
tices and of mustard as an emetic. As a 
remedy for the stings of scorpions and 
serpents, they pounded it, mixed it with 
vinegar and applied it to the wound.
